'Naked9 Truth Doesn't 
Hurt Sale Of Novel 


PRINTING DOUBLED 


NEW YORK (AP) — Sales o£ "Naked Came the Stranger" 


have zoomed since columnist Michael McGrady disclosed that 
he and 24 friends wrote it as a gag, to show that a sex novel 
doesn't have to be good to sell. 


The day after the hoax was revealed, orders flooded 'the 


publisher, and the second printing was doubled quickly to 
20,000 copies. Bookstore managers who still have copies say it 
is selling faster than Jacqueline Susann's "The Love 
Machine" and other books that "Stranger" was written to 
satirize. 


The beok, written under the pseudonym "Penelope Ashe," 


had been selling well even before the hoax was disclosed, 
bookstore managers say. McGrady said he was told it was 
just below the best-seller lists, and that he "fought, for 
weeks" to keep the story bottled up, hoping it would prove his 
point by showing up on the top 10 before the truth got out. 


But Wednesday he admitted that he had dreamed up the 


basic plot and that 24 friends, mostly writers and editors on 
the Long Island newspaper Newsday, had written different 
chapters without knowing what the others were doing. "True 
excellence in writing will be blue pencilled into oblivion," he 
warned them. 


With the hoax revealed, 7,200 Orders flooded the publisher, 


Lyle Stuart, Inc., before 11:30 a.m.'Thursday. A second 
printing of 10,000 copies had been planned, but Vice President 
Robert Solomon said, "We jumped it to 15,000. Then half an 
hour later we went to 20,000." 


"We're completely wiped out of everything we had,'' he 


said. The initial printing was 20,000 copies of the hardcover 
book, which lists for $5.95.

ABM Passes Its First Test 


"Margaret Chase Smith, 
the 


attractive, sharpminded feminine 
Senator from 
Maine, slid 
the 


hanana peel under her liberal 
contingent Wednesday to give 
proceed with the anti-ballistic 
missile system. 


Mrs. Chase's reversal of what 


she had been expected to do (she 
had been an ABM critic from the 
outset) delivered a 51-49 edge to 
the program. This obviated Vice 
President Agnew, the Senate's 
presiding officer, from having to 
break a predicted 50-50 tie. 


Congress must still appropri- 


ate i\ sizeable fund, §4 billion to 
start with, to get ABM off the 
drawing boards, but Mike Mans- 
field, the Senate's majority lead- 
er, probably is correct in saying 
the opposition has crested. Un- 
less the ABM's foes can uncover 
more ammunition, the appropri- 
ation seems reasonably certain of 
passage. 


The 
ABM 
controvesy 
is 


months old in the making, going 
back almost to Nixon's inaugura- 
tion, and as many weeks under 
debate in the Senate. 


The debate is about as fuzzy 


as any taking place in the federal 
legislature because 
it 
centers 


around a weaponry system which 
is a drawing board theory and 
can not be field tested for fear of 
igniting World War III. 


-The experts can argue rational- 


ly the merits or demerits of a 
tank or a rifle. These wapons 
have a limited range. They can 
he tested in our own backyard 
without damaging life or proper- 
ty. Their production methods can 
be studied at first hand. Their 
cost accounting can be finely 
drawn. 


The ABM is a cousin in the 


exotic missile family only to be 
fired by "The Button" if some- 
thing happens. 


Its theoretical capabilities are 


known or disputed, depending on 
which side of the current argu- 


ment one takes. How effective it 
or any of the major missiles in 
existence or under contemplation 
may be is conjectural and will 
remain in doubt until fired. 


ABM's opposition is three-fold. 
It is symbolic so many Senat- 


ors who feel the Pentagon's 40 
per cent share of the national 
budget is too overwhelming; that 
if spending can not be stopped, at 
least it should be diverted to 
other channels such as education, 
the anti-poverty war, crime in 
the streets, urban rehabilitation, 
and so on. 


Others are 
fearful 
that an 


ABM in deployment as opposed 
to a 
mere study 
of 
it 
will 


stimulate the Russians to further 
efforts, and the arms race never 
will cease. 


The best answer to that ner- 


vousness comes 
from 
Hubert 


Humphrey. He returned lately 
from a Russian tour to report the 
Kremlin shows no irritation with 
defensive measures, which ABM 
is designed for, but has the 
normal concern for any offensive 
missile systems the Pentagon 
may be designing. 


The

opposition is the familiar Ameri- 
can background of politics as 
usual. 


The Republicans h a v e the 


White 
House. The 
Democrats 


want it back. 


ABM's costs and uncertainties 


make it a natural issue on which 
to fight the Administration. 


The same analogy applies to 


tax reform on which the Demo- 
crats are determined to beat the 
Administration to the punch. 


We look on the ABM in the 


program in 1940. It was assailed 
bitterly, particularly in the mid- 
west, as the first maneuver to 
plunge the country into the war.
